Dear Mr. Jelinek, 


Further to your letter of June 14th 1989, I would add that 
an Ontario man with environmental sensitivities committed suicide 
June 2nd due to bigotry fostered in part by Health and Welfare. 


A principal basic to our society is responsible government, 
and it does not sit well with me that you would lecture me on my 
responsibilities as a citizen. Your government can fairly be 
said to be directly responsible, or indirectly responsible 
through negligence, for the ongoing deaths of members of this 
disabled group. 


While I am sympathetic to your concerns, I must confirm that 
my personal code of conduct provides no discretion that will 
allow me to continue participating in your sham of providing 
responsible government. 


As I have indicated to Mr. Wilson, I will be happy to enter 
into negotiations with you to the end of balancing my 
acknowledged taxation responsibilities against damages I've 
incurred as a result of government actions on this subject, as 
soon as Mr. Beatty makes public his department's recognition of 
environmental sensitivity, instructs all department's to treat 
the concern legitimately, announces a public education campaign 
to undo misconceptions fostered by his department, and initiates 
efforts to help provinces "rescue" those with this problem who 
have not been diagnosed as a result of government denial. 


Until then, I cannot acknowledge you or your colleagues as 


worthy of governing Canada.
